DeCamp Calls Tillman “Liar, Gam- 
bler and Drunkard” to His 
Face, and Submits His Evi- 
dence—Tillman Pleads 
a Poor Memory. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Editor E. H. DeCamp, of The Gaffney 
Ledger, and Colonel Jim Tillman, candi- 
date for governor, furnished ‘the sensation 
at the Gaffney campaign, meeting today. 

In a recent editorial The Ledger said 
Tillman was a a gambler and a 
drunkard.”’ 

Tillman was reading the article, making 
sarcastic and vehement remarks, when 
DeCamp walked up, faced him and said 
he was the author. There was great con- 
fusion, cheers and counter cheers. The 
ladies fled precipitatery. 

Finally Tillman said: 

“Then you are the author of something 
for which you should be very much 
ashamed.”’ 

“Colonel Tillman,’’ replied DeCamp cool- 
ly, ‘1 can prove you a liar over your own 
signature.’ Terrffic confusion followed. 

Tillman invited the proof and DeCamp 
went to his office. By the time the crowd 
had quieted and Tillman resumed his 
speech DeCamp returned. He read letters 
from Tillman in reply to bills sent for 
advertising. In the first Tillman said he 
had paid in advance, in the last he said 
he believed he had paid, but inclosed his 
check. 

“And he knew he was lying when he 
wrote it,”” commented DeCamp. 

Tillman asked to see the letters. De- 
Camp stood close to him and let him 
read them. 

“Tf T had but one thing on my mind I 
could remember these things,’’ said Till- 
man. “But when I referred to my bovks 
I found the error and paid the bill.”’ 

“And does it take six letters to make 
you refer to your books?” queried Editor 
DeCamp. Tillman didn’t answer and amid 
confusion the meeting adjourned.

He Seeks the Democratic Nemination 
in Massachusetts. 

Boston, July 23.—Hon. Charles 8. Ham- 
lin, former assistant secretary of the 
treasury, announced today that he was a 
candidate for the democratic nomination 
for governor of Massachusetts. In a 
statement announcing his candidacy, Mr. 
Hamlin says: 

“If nominated, I shall take the stump 
actively throughout the commonwealth 
in behalf of certain reforms which I be- 
lieve to be vitally necessary to effective 
represenfative government, among which 
are: 

“The referendum as a popular check 
upon representative government. Home 
rule and increased legislative powers for 
cities and towns. 

“Prohibition by law under heavy pen- 
alty of interference with the legislature 
or legislators by corporations by means 
of campaign contributions or appoint- 
ments to office. 

“Rigid municipal control of public utili- 
ties with a view to ultimate municipal 
ownership with power necessary fo make 
such control effective in the public in- 
terest. 

“Grants by the legislature or munici- 
palities of rights in or along the public 
Ways or streets to be subject to revocation 
at the will of the grantor. When not 
revocable, to be for short terms, for ad- 
equate consideration and subject to the 
referendum. 

“Concentration of legislative power in 
the office of governor with seats for 
heads of departments appointed by the 
governor in the legislature.’’ 


WAR DECLARED ON GAMBLERS. 


TIubs at Long Branch To Be Put Out 
of Business. 

Freehold, N. J., July 23.—The Monmouth 
county grand jury convened here today 
and received a chaarge concerning gam- 
bling from Justice Fort. The justice said 
he had been compelled to call the jury 
together to meet a condition of affairs 
which was shockingly vicious. He said 
the Long Branch gambling clubs were 
closed by the court last year. In May of 
this year licenses had been applied for by 
caterers, who had been vouched for as 
not identified with gambling. 

These applicants had been granted 
licenses after they had filed with the 
clerk of the court a written agreement 
that no gambling paraphernalia would be 
allowed on their premises. Justice Fort 
said that since then information had been 
brought to him that twelve large gam- 
bling establishments, and a number of 
smaller ones were running openly in Long 
Branch. 

The grand jywfy reported seven indict- 
ments against/ deged gamblers and then 
adjourned until August 7, wee the inves- 
tigation as to the existence 6f gambling 
establishments will again be taken up.

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WHAT MADE M’LAURIN 
_ REFUSE THAT LIFE JOB? 


Question Is Agitating Washington and Sensational 
Developments Are Promised When the True 
Answer Is Givene-Attitude of Tillman. 


Waehington, July %2%.—(Spécial.)—Sena- 
tor McLaurin, the junior senator from 
South Carolina, appears to be having con- 
siderable difficulty in reaching a settle- 
ment with the republican administration 
on account of his alleged political deals 
in the past. There must be an untold 
story behind the latest announcement that 
he has declined to accept an appointment 
as judge of the United States court of 
claims, tendeved him by President Roose- 
velt. 

Only a few weeks ago, when it was 
said that President Roosevelt had defi- 
nitely decided to appoint the young South 
Carolina senator.to that position, there 
Was great rejoicing among Senator Mc- 
Laurin’s personal friends. The senator 
himself seemed to like the idea of hav- 
ing a life position on the bench of a 
United States court, which ranks second 
in official imyportance, at Washington, to 
the supreme court of the United States. 
Upon being congratulated by his friends, 
Senator McLaurin seemed to relish the 
Idea of entering upon a judicial career 
under such gratifying auspices and under 
such comfortable conditions. 

He made no effort to congeal the fact 
that he relished the idea of being perma- 
nently located in Washington, and had no 
hesitation in saying that he was very 
giad of an opportunity to throw off the 
burdens, cares and the discomfitures of 
active political life. In view of the frank 
admissions h2 mad» on the subject, those 
who are supposed to be familiar with his 
public aims 2nd ambitions, are at a loss 
to account for positive declination of an 
office he so much desired, 

There is reasonable ground for sus- 
picion that Senator Tillman is either di- 
rectly or indirectly responsible for the 
course pursued by his’ senatorial col- 
league. There is no estimating the in- 
tensity of the feeling between the two 
men. Their respective records, since they 
have been associated in the senate, show 
that, in spfte of the statement of Senator 
Tillman that he bears McLaurin no per- 


sonal grudge, but simply cannot tolerate | 


|} or consider him on a political equality 


with loyal democrats. 

It is known that some time ago, when 
it was semil-Officially announced at the 
white house that the president had de- 
cided fo appoint McLaurin to the coure 
of claims, Senator Tillman openly vowed 
that McLaurin could nct be confirmed 
by the senate. Senator Tillman went so 
far as to suggest to some of Senator Mc- 
Laurin’s friends that the president should 
be advised on the conditions existing in 
the senate, with a view to selecting him 
fcr some other appointment not requiring 
the consent of the senate. It was sug- 
gested that if the president saw fit to 
appoint him to a position which was not 
of 4 judicial character, there might be no 
Serious opposition to his confirmation. 


In discussing the subject Senator Till- | 


man did not mince words in declaring 
McLaurin’s unfitness for a position in the 
national judiciary. At the same time 
Senator Tillman’ displayed no evidence 
of personal animosity toward McLaurin, 
but seemed to be actuated eftirely by 
what he belteved to be a political dufy. 
Without intending to intimidate or to in- 
fluence the president in any Way, or pre- 
vent him from proving his personal or 
political regard for McLaurin, he indi- 
cated that it might be advisable for the 
president to know what to expect in the 
event of McLaurin’s appointment to a 
judicial position. 

It is possible that this information has 
been conveyed to the president, and he 
has, after further consultation with Sen- 
utor McLaurin, concluded to give him 
something “equally as good.’’ Possibly 
membership on the isthmian canal com- 
mission. Or perhaps Senator McLaurin 
does not care to subject himself to the 
attack upon his political record, which 
Tillman declares re will make in open 
senate in the event of McLaurin’s ap- 
pointment to a United States judgeship. 

The Tillman-McLaurin feud has expand- 
ed beyond the boundaries of the Palmetto 
State and has now assumed national pro- 
portions. The outcome promises more or 
less sensational developments.

Her London Theater Is Secured for 
Religious Purposes. 


GREAT HALL TO BE BUILT 


Structure To Be Called “Central 
Headauarters of Unive~sal Meth- 
odism’”’—Building Will Face 
Westminster Abbey—Big 
Price Paid. 


London, July 23.—Robert Willlfam 
Perks, M. P., treasurer of the Methodist 
million guineas fund, announced today 
that the Methodists had secured the 
Royal Aquarium theater property, facing 
Westminster abbey, on which they would 
build a great hall, which is to be called 
the “central headquarters of universal 
Methodism.” 

The price paid was £330,000. The ground 
comprises 2% acres, and on it also 
stands Mrs. Langtry’s Imperial theater. 

It is probable that some arrangement 
will be made by which the Imperial the- 
ater will remain where it is, although it 
may be transformed into an annex of 
the church house, building of which it 
is expected to commence early in 1903. 

Since it was opened in 1876 the Aqua- 
rium has been a famous place of amuse- 
ment for Londoners. 


FOUGHT THEM TO THE LAST. 


Eyewitness Tells of the Death of 
De Mores. 

Tunis, July 23.—The trial at Susa, near 
here, of the murderers of the Marquis 
de Mores, who was killed near Gabez, in 
June, 1896, was resumed today, and gev- 
eral witnesses who had been cited by the 
government were heard. Their testimony 
generally went to prove that the murder 
was committed by Toregs, who hate the 
French. 

The deposition of an Arab, who died a 

year ago, was read. According to this 
deposition, when the Touregs heard that 
the Marquis de Mores was coming they 
held a meeting and discussed whether 
they should help the marquis, repel him 
or kill him, and it was unanimously de- 
cided that he should be killed. The Mar- 
quis de Mores, though severely wounded, 
held the Arabs at bay for several hours 
with his revolver and was fimally killed 
by an attack from the rear, 
’ Cross-questioning of one of the wit- 
nesses, Mahomed Ben Ali, brought out the 
statement that El Kheir, one of the men 
on tral for the murder, had received let- 
ters from a marabout of Guemar, saying 
that de Mores might be killed with im- 
punity, because he was traveling without 
authorization. 

The judge thought this statement sus- 
picious. as the witness had made no 
mention of the matter previously.

London, July 23.—The India office has 
issued a sketch of the programme of the 
coronation fetes to be held at Dalhi, India, 
which shows that, although the festivi- 
ties will not be graced, as was expected, 
by the presence of the prince and princess 
of, Wales, they will be of the utmost mag- 
nificence, extending from December 29 to 
January 10.

Rich Haul Is. Made by Rob-

Americans Figure in the Hold-

El Paso, Tex., July 23.—A daring hold- 
up ck place on the Mexican Central 
at about 12:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
just after the train left Bermejillo. At 
Bermejillo three Americans boarded the 
train, two secreting themselves on the 
blind baggage and the other entering the 
third-class coach. As soon as the train 
pulled out the two riding on the blind 
baggage entered the express car, and, 
covering Messenger Buckmer with their 
guns, ordered him to throw. up his 
hands. 

The messenger offered no resistance. 
The robbers then went leisurely through 
“7% safe, securing $50,000 in currency 
consigned to the Banco Minero at Chi- 
huahua. They also took what other 
money packages were in the safe and 
stood quiet until the train stopped, mak- 
ing a hasty exit and dropped off the 
train as it was slowing up. Alighting, 
they disappeared in the darkness of the 
night. 

About the time the robbers entered the 
express car the conductor of the train 
became engaged in an altercation with 
a passenger who refused to pay his fare. 
Finally the conductor had the train 
stopped and the passenger ejected. The 
robbers alighted at the same time. It is 
now beliesed the troublesome passenger 
was a partner of the-robbers and his 
actions a ruse to secure the stoppage of 
the train.

CHILDREN DIE 


Tots Had Diphtheria, but 
Parents Refused To Call 
Physicians, 


PARENTS PUT THEIR TRUST 
“IN THE-CHURCH OF GOD” 


They Had’ Their Children Anointed 
by an Elder, but the Anointing 
Did Not Save the Little 
/QOnes from the Embrace 
of Death. 


Spokane, Wash., July 23.—The coroner's 
jury that investigated the death of the 
small children of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Graham, of this city, reported that death 
was caused by diphtheria, and that the 
parents are guilty of criminal neglect 
for failing to employ or accept skilled 
medical assistance. The jury recom- 
mended that a state law covering such 
cases and exacting a penalty be enacted. 

Mr. and Mrs. Graham are members of 
a society known as the “Church of God,” 
and do not belf&ve in medicine, though 
surgery is permifted. When their chil- 
dren became sick they were anointed by 
an elder of the church. Later a doctor 
was called, and was allowed to iance 
the children’s throats, but not to give 
them medicine. Three died and one re- 
covered. Whether the parents will be 
prosecuted has not been determined. 


DON’T AGREE WITH IRELAND. 


Denver Catholic Clergy Pass Resolu- 
tions Regarding Philippines. 


Denver, Colo., July 23:—Resolutions have 
been unanimously adopted by the Catholic 
clergy of the Denver diocese, assembled 
in annual retreat, which take views of the 
school and friar questions of the Philip- 
pines differing from those recently ex- 
pressed by Archbishop Ireland. The reso- 
lutions commend the act establishing a 
department of public instruction in the 
Philippines in so far as religious instruc- 
tion is permitted at certain times, but 
declare that the denominational system 
in vogue in England should have been 
established. 3fey request the government 
to guard against attempts at proselyting 
by teachers and protest against the forci- 
ble removal of the friars as a violation 


of the constitution.

MINE HORROR BEING PROBED. 


Coroner Is Investigating tie Explo- 
sion at Johnstown. 
Johnstown Pa., July 23.—Coroner E. T. 
Miller today began the inquest in the 
disaster in the Cambria Steel Company's 
rolling mill mine on July 10, by which 112 
men lost fheir lives. When the inquest 
adjourned for the day twelve witnesses 
had been examined without any unusual 
incident having developed. So far as the 
inquest has proceeded the following facts 

have been established: 

All the men working in dangerous sec- 
tions were provided with safety lamps 
and instructed in their use. 

On the night before the explosion at 
least one safety lamp was opened to en- 
able the miners to fire a blast, 

The men were ordered to test for gas 


before firing blasts. | 

Miners left matches outside when going 
into entries known to contain gas. No 
smoking was allowed there. 

The air in the Klondike was good at 
all times and the majority of the wit- 
nesses said they had not discovered gas 
in any of the workings. 

Three blasts were fired during the night 
before the explosion.

‘JURY ASKED A RECHARGE 


ON QUESTION OF DEFENSE 


In Hall of Court House Biggers Held 
an Informal Reception, Receiv- 
ing Congratulations from 
Many Friends — Jury 
Out Only 20 Hours. 


Willis R. Biggers is a free man. 

The young architect who was tried for 
his life before Judge Foster in the crimi- 
nal division of the Fulton superior court 
this week, charged with the murder of 
Mail Carrier William Simpson, was de- 
clared not guilty by the jury yesterday 
afternoon at 3:45 o’clock. 

The jury was out twenty hours and 
forty-five minutes and was charged twice 
by the court. The first charge was deliv- 
ered at 6:30 o'clock Tuesday evening and 
the jury was recharged at 3:35 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, the members having 
requested the court to give them again 
that part of the charge relative to self- 
defense. - Judge Foster repeated his en- 
tire charge of the previous day and the 
jury was out only ten minutes before 
rendering a verdict. 

As soon as the verdict was read Biggers 
was surrounded by a crowd of TRends, 
who showed their pleasure by shaking his 
hands and patting him on the back. He 
had a smile and pleasant word for every 
one. After -leaving the court room he 
held a levee In the hall. where hundreds 
grasped his hands, spoke to him or else 
were content to stand by and witness fhe 
proceedings. 

Tears Flow in Plenty. 

The young man’s wife, mother, motber 
in law and other members of the imine- 
diate family were all in tears and appa- 


over the acquittal. He remained at the 
court house for probably an hwur after 
the verdict was rendered, and then, after 
visiting the jail for a short while, went 
home, where a family reunion was held. 

Now that Biggers, who was the princi- 
pal in the case, has been acquitted, it is 
expected that the case against H. I. 
Sterne, the young man’s brother in law, 
who was indicted as an accessory with 
him, will be nol prossed this morning. 
Attorney Arnold will ask that this action 
be taken. Sterne, who {s a consumpffve, 
is thought to be in a precarious condi- 
tion. 

Biggers, in his statement to the jury 
last Monday, pleaded self-defense. He 
said that Simpson fired the first shot 
and that he killed the mail carrier in 
order to save his own life. He asserted 
that Simpson had circulated damaging 
reports concerning several female mem- 
bers of the Biggers family and that he 
had gone to meet the man to request 
him to cease making any more euch state- 
He said the mail carrier had 
grossly insulted his wife and his mother 
in law and that when he called on him 
on several occasions to remonstrate with 
him Simpson met him at the door with a 
pistol and challenged him to do any- 
thing. 

The trial of the case attracted a great 
amount of interest, the court r@om being 
crowded daily. It is understood that the 
jury stood seven for acquittal and five

When the twelve 
men had filed in and were seated Judge 
Foster asked if a verdict had been reach-

Foreman P. W. Ryan replied in the neg- 
ative and stated tthat it was the wish of 
the jury to be recharged of the question 
of self-defense. The court explained that 
he would do as requested in a few mo- 
ments, and the jury was sent back to 
the jury room, where it remained until 3 
o'clock, when Judge Foster read his com- 
plete charge of the day before. The de- 
livery of the charge consumed about tair- 
ty-five minutes. 

When the jury had again returned to 
the jury room a case of attempted crimi- 
nal assault was taken up, and the court 
room was cleared of all ladies.

Hands were 
stretched out to him from every side, 
while words of congratulation came from 
hundreds who pressed about him. He re- 
plied pleasantly and gratefully to ‘these 
friends. 

Without delay he left fhe court room, 
and outside in the halj he held an infor- 
mal reception. His mother, tears of joy 
streaming down her cheeks, was one of 
the first of his relatives to reach his side. 
She ‘threw her arms about her son’s neck 
and patted him lovingly on the _ back. 
Mrs. Biggers, wife of the young man, also 
eried out her happiness on his shoulder. 
It was an affecting scene—this reunion of 
a family over which had thhung the uncer- 
tain fate that the young man had faced 
for twenty hours.

FOR COMRADES 


Heroism of the Troops in 
Philippines in Fighting 
the Cholera, 


DETAILED AS NURSES 
THEY GO TREMORLESS 


Although They Know That They Are,, 
Going To Almost Certain Death. 
Letters Received by War 
Department Pay Tribute 
to the Troops. 


Washington, July 23.—The epidemic of 
cholera has been particularly hard upon 
the medical corps of the army stationed 
on the Philippine islands, and the casual- 
ty lists received here show that the sur- 
geons and the hospital corps have borne 
their share of the suffering. 

Surgeon General Forwood has received 
a copy of one of the orders, in which 
these casualties are announced as fol- 
lows: 

“The death of Private Joseph G. M. 
Eiseman, hospital corps, U. 8S. A., is an- 
nounced. Private Eiseman was detailed 
to face death as a cholera nurse for one 
of our comrades and @ied from the dis- 
ease caught from his charges—an exam- 
ple of devotion to duty to be held up for 
all men to emulate. Private Leonard B. 
Stevenson, hospital corps, U. 8. A., was 
detaileqd to nurse both of our comrades, 
well knowing that his predecessor was 
cut down while performing tg: same 
duty. Without a murmur he responded 
and remained till the sod covered his 
plague-stricken charges and now he re- 
turns to his routine duties. 

“The men of this command. who have 
faced amid the whistle of bullets and the 
excitement of a fight can readily appre- 
ciate the courage required to daily await 
his approach in the form of’ one of the 
most dreaded diseases known to the world 
today, and the commanding officer makes 
this an opportunity to publicly acknowl- 
edge that ‘duty wel] done.’ the highest 
aim of a soldier, is a goal Private Ste- 
venson has reached.

Figures Regarding the Blood 
Cost of War in the 
Phillippines. 


LOSSES BY THE-AMERICANS 
NEASLY FIVE THOUSAND MEN 


About 2,500 Engagements with the 
' Enemy More or Less Serious. 
In No Case Did the Ameri- 
cans Surrender or 
Retreat. 


Washington, July 23.—Major James 
Parker, of the adjutant general’s office, 
has compiled some interesting statistics 
regarding the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines. There were 2,561 engagements with 
the enemy, more or less serious, between 
February 4, 1899, the date of the battle 
0 Manila, and April 30, 1902, which js 
fixed as the yirtual downfall of the insur- 
rection. The larger proportion of these 
fights were attacks from ambush on the 
American troops or skirmishes in which 
only small detachments took part. 

‘In almost no cases in these engage- 
ments,’’ says Major Parker, ‘‘did Ameri- 
can troops surrender or have to retreat 
or have to leave their dead and wounded 
in the possession of the enemy, notwith- 
standing that in many cases the percent- 
age of loss was high.” 

The number of troops that have been 
transported to the Philippines and have 
arriveqd there up to July 16 last was 4,135 
officers and 123,803 men. The average 
strength, taken from monthly returns, for 
the period of the insurrection, was ap- 
proximately 40,000, 

Major Parker summarizes the casual- 
ties of the American army as follows: 
Killed or died of wounds, 69 officers and 
936 enHsted men; deaths from disease, 47 
officers and 2,535 enlisted men; deaths 
from accidents, 6 officers and 12% enlisted 
men; drowned, 6 officers and 257 enlisted 
men; suicide, 10 officers and 72 enlisted 
men; murdered, 1 officer and 91 enlisted 
men. Total deaths, 139 officers and 4,016 
enlisteq men. Wounded, 190 officers and 
2,707 enlisted men, a total of 2,897; killed 
and wounded and deaths other than by 
disease, 282 officers and 4,188 enlisted men. 
Total, 4,470. 

A large proportion of the deaths by 
drowning occurred in action or in active 
operations against the enemy. 
~Major Parker makes the percentage of 
killed and ‘wounded to the strength of 


the army 9.7. 


RALLYING TO Tdi STRIKERS. 


Large Sums of Money Are Being 
Contributed. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 23.—Secretary 
Wilson, of the United Mine Workers, 
today received a check for $50,000 for the 
strike fund from the Illinols organiza- 
tion.. This was forwatded by him im- 
mediately to the anthracite fields. The 
Illinois miners have within four weeks 
given the national organization $100,000 
for strike funds and still have nearly a 
half million in reserve. 

This donation, it is said, is the largest 
ever offered for a strike. Wilson has

cating that the appeal to the public for 
funds has been effective.

LATIMER FEARED HIS WIFE 


WAS UNFAITHFUL TO HIM 


New York, July 23.—Harry J. Parker. 
an insurance adjuster, who worked also 
as a private detective, was the first wit- 
ness today in the coroner’s investigation 
of the shooting of Albert C. Latimer in 
his home in Brooklyn on the morning of 
July 2. 

Parker testified that on May 1, this 
year, Latimer visited him and employed 
him. 

‘Why did Albert C. Latimer visit you?’ 
asked District Attorney Clarke, 

‘“‘He told me he wanted to get evidence 
against his wife for unfaithfulness with 
a man whose name was given by,“™Mr. Lat- 
imer as Tuthill,’’ Parker replied. 

“On May 2 of this year I went with 
Mr. Latimer to Tuthill’s residence - on 
Vanderbilt avenue and there I was tol 
by Mr. Latimer that it was Tuthill’s 
house and I was to keep a watch on it 
and report Tuthill’s movements to him. 
On May @I saw Tuthill go to Latimer’s 
house at 5:30 or 6 o'clock. Latimer was 
accustomed to reach home as late as 6:30 
or 7 o’clock.”’ ¢?p> 

Parker testified that on one occasion 


Tuthill went to see Mrs. Latimer at her 
home and remained there until the middle 
of the afternoon, 

Before Parker left the stand District 
Attorney Clarke made the following 
statement: 

“TIT have had no conversation with this 
witness, but I understand that he can 
testify that the deceased told him that 
in case of his death he would know who 
killed him, mentioning the names of two 
persons. Now, this is hearsay and not 
admissible under the laws of evidence. 
It seems to me that if this declagation 
is to be introduced .now it would be flle- 
gal, censurable and cruel; as far as I am 
concerned I don’t purpose asking this 
man to make that declaration.”’ 

Maggie Fitzgerald, a servant employed 
in a house near Latimer’s, said that after 
the shooting she saw a man she thought 
was Latimer go to a window and call 
for help. This witness also testified that 
about the time the police arrived she saw 
aman on the roof of fhe Latimer house. 

The case was then given to the jury, 
which brought in a verdict declaring that 
Latimer was killed by a _ pistol shot 
wound. No accusation against anhy one 
was made by the jury.

FROM THE STUME 


Roosevelt Denies That He's. To 
Make a Campaign, 


He Will Swing Around the Circle 
Simply Because People Have 
Invited Him—He Discusses 
the Phiiippine Situation 
with Schurman. 


Oyster Bay, July 23.—President Roose- 
velt entertained at luncheon today Presi- 
dent Jacob G. Schurmann, of Cornell 
university; President N. M. Butler, of 
Columbia university, and Captain F. N. 
Goddard, of New York, who long has 
been identified with the civic reform in 
New York, and George Edward Graham, 
of Albany. 

During the afternoon the president and 
Professor Schurmann had a talk about 
the Philippine situation, going over the 
subject with some care. President Schur- 
mann, on August 4, is to deliver an ad- 
dress at Chautauqua, in which he will 
deal pretty fully with the Philippine 
situation, as he views it. It is under- 
stood that he regards it as likely that 
the subject will resolve itself into a con- 
dition entirely satisfactory to the Fili- 
pinos in a comparatively brief time, as 
the Philippine government law recently 
enacted by congress will enable the na- 
tives to participate in their home affairs, 
and in a short time enjoy practically home 
rule, so far at least as theirs municipal 
governments are concerned. It is not 
improbable that President Schurmann 
may elaborate this point in his Chau- 
tauqua speech. 

President Roosevelt also received T. B. 
M. Addis, secretary and general agent of 
the City Municipal Association of Phila- 
delphia, who called to enter a complaint 
on behalf of the association against Wil- 
liam McCoach, collector of internal rev- 
enues, first district of Pennsylvania, who, 
it was stated, also holds city office as a 
member of the city council. No action 
upon the case was taken. 

Captain C. J. McConnell, chief engineer, 
United States navy, retired, who was 
fleet engineer on the flagship New York 
during the Spanish-American war, talked 
briefly with the president today on tecnh- 
nical questions relating to the proposed 
isthmian canal. 

President Roosevelt is displeased some- 
what by a misinterpretation of his mo- 
tives in accepting invitations to meet and 
speak to the people of several sections of 
the‘country this fall. It has been an- 
nounced in some places that Mr. Roose- 
velt is to make a campaign, particularly 
in New York, with the idea of offsetting 
any aggressive opposition to his political 
views. It can be said that he has no 
such intention. Such invitations to speak 
as he has accepted have come from 
people representing all shades of political 
opinion.

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OVER RELIGIOUS LAW, 


Fresh Disturbances in Paris and Other Cities-=Police 
Charge the Rioters, Arresting Hundreds and 
Injuring Others. 


a 


Paris, July 2.—There were fresh dis- 
turbances today as a sequel to yestcr- 
day’s clerical outbreaks as _ protest 
against the government’s enforcement of 
the law against ,unauthorized congrega- 
tions. It now appears that 300 persons 
Were arrested and numerous prosecu- 
tions are pending, though the majority 
of the prisoners were released. 

Fresh meetings to protest in favor of 
the religious orders were held today, 
while the radical and socialist papers 
urged the republicans to meet at the 
Pantheon as a counter demonstration. 

Several hundred persons, chiefly wom- 
en and children, created a demonstration 
today in front of a church in the Ternes 
quarter while some _ expelled sisters 
were departingx The police interfered 
and several of the crowd stmick them 
with sticks. Among those arrested were 
Deputies Pagliesi and Conti. They were 
subsequently released, 

A serious disturbance occurred at 10:30 
o'clock this evening on the terrace at 
the Cafe de Musee de Cluny. The police 
cleared the cafe. Severa: persons were 
injured and twgnty-five arrests were 
made, 

Some disorderly meetings of Catholics 
were held during $e course of the even- 
ing, resulting in scuffles and the making 
of arrests. 

The agitation provoked by the order 
of Prime Minister Combes to ciose the 
congregationist schools rec&ls to some 
extent the scenes enacted when M. Ferry, 
then premier, expelled the Jesuits in 
1880. Demonstrations in favor of the nuns 
and the teaching friars are taking place 
in Paris, and many places in the prov- 
inces where the prefects presented them- 
selves at the schools and ordered that 
the institutions be closed. Up to the 
present, however, no serious incidents 
nave been recorded, 

The nationalists have joined the cleri- 
cals in engineering the agitation, and 
their leaders are in the forefront of the 
effervescence in Paris. 

Considerable sympathy ‘has been worked 
up on behalf of the nuns and _ their 
schools have been made the particular 
objects of demonstration. The clericals 
cailed upon their sympathizers to meet 
outside of the school conducted by the 
sisters of St. Vincent de Paul, in’ the 
northeast quarter of Paris, which was 
closed this afternoon, apd a considerable 
crowd gathered there, @ompeliing a large 
body or police and mounted municipal 
guards to form a cordon in the streets 
leading to the school. A few trifling col- 
lisions occurred between the clerical and 
counter demonstrators, who replied to the 
clericals’ cries of ‘‘Long live the good 
sisters’’ and ‘‘Vive la _liberte,’’ with 
“Down with the priests’’ and ‘‘Long live 
the republic.”’ 

A nationalist member of the chamber 
of deputies was arrested while trying to 
force his way through the police cordon, 
but was subsequently released. 

Anti-clerical meetings in the Latin 
quarter this evening led to some efferves- 
cence, but no noteworthy disorders. 

A few students, followed by a crowd 
composed of the rougher element, march- 
ed up and down the Boulevard St. Michel 
till a late hour, chanting anti-clerical re- 
frains and shouting: ‘‘Down with the 
priests and the pope!” but these fled at

The greatest excitement in the prce*- 
inces is displayed in the clerical strcong- 
hold of Brittany, where the peasants 
have gathered in front of the nuns’ 
schools in several places and declare 
they will not allow the nuns to be ex- 
pelled. At Landerneau a crowd of farm- 
ers'and women have mounted guard be- 
fore the school of the White Sisters 
awaiting the arrival of the police. The 
inhabitants of the village of Ploudaniel, 
who also are guarding the sisters’ 
school, seized a lay schoolmaster and 
thrashed him with nettles. 

At La Bresse, in the department of 
Vosges, the commissary of police, ac- 
companied by gendarmes, thrice tried to 
approach the congregationist school in 
order to effect its closure, but was 
obliged to abandon the attempt because 
of the threatening attitude of the popu- 
lation. 

At St. Ambroix, near Nimes, the dem- 
onstrators detached the horses from the 
carriages which were conveying the sis- 
ters to the railway station and dragged 
the vehicles, with their occupants, back 
to the convent, shouting ‘“‘Down with 
the tyrants.’’ The gendarmes were pow- 
erless to prevent the demonstrators from 
carrying “out their plans, and reinforce- 
ments had to be summoned. Against 
this and similar incidents, however, must 
be set off the addresses in support of the 
government voted by many municipal 
councils. : 

While considerable sympathy is felt 
with the sisters personally, Prime Min- 
ister Combes undoubtedly feels that he 


is supported by the mass of the country, 
and is not likely to recede from the posi- 
tidn he has taken. The trouble is caused 
mainly by the ambiguity of the wording 
of the law of associations, which has 
led branches of the congregations, such 
as the schools now closed, to suppose 
that their position was legalized by the 
request for authorization made by head- 
quarters. This was even the interpreta- 
tion of the matter accepted by M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, the former premier, but 
Prime Minister Combes gukes a contrary 
view. 

The Temps takes M, Combes severely 
fo task. The establishments now closed, 
says The Temps, appear to have been 
drawn into a trap, and the paper points 
out that there are not enough lay 
schools to receive all the children turned 
into the streets, and that, primary in- 
struction being obligatory, the govern- 
ment should have provided accommoda- 
tion in the official schools. Twenty 
thousand children in Paris alone will 
need schools. The Temps asks what the 
government intends to do, and adds: 

“If it allows the schools to ask for 
authorization, and to reopen in the au- 
tumn, it was not worth while to fake 
the trouble to tliose them with such 
great noise.’’

Posen. 


POLES IN HOSTILE MOOD 


It Is Feared That Some Fanatic 
Might Attack the Emperor. 
Racial Feeling in the Prov- 
ince Is at White 
Heat. 


Berlin, July 23.—Court Chamberlain Von 
Morawski, a Polish landed magnate, has 
appealed to Emperor William not to visit 
Posen during the army maneuvers to be 
held in September, as his majesty had 
planne@d to do. The chamberlain fears 
that some Polish fanatic might attempt 
to harm the emperor. 

Racial feeling is described as @ fever 
heat, and several Berlin journals take the 
view that it would be unwise for the em- 
peror to expose himself unnecessarily. 
The Post (conservative) says it is in- 
formed that it would greatly relieve those 
responsible for his majesty’s safety to 
learn that he had given up the trip. 
Prominent Germans residing in Posen are 
glad that the Polish officials and nobility 
have determined not to attend the festivi- 


ties, as thereby the chances of unpleasant 
incidents arising are lessened. 

It is scarcely likely that Emperor Wil- 
liam will act upon Chamberlain Von Mo- 
rawski’s appeal, because his majesty 
never permits himself to change his plars 
on account of the timidity of his advisers, 
He goes anywhere he thinks duty calls 
him; and, besides, it is his purpose to 
declare the government's Polish policy 
while in Polish territory, and his giving 
up of personal supervision of the ma- 
neuvers would be unprecedented. 

The Polish question is regarded as the 
most pregnant in the Sovernment’s do- 
mestic policy. While no observer believes 
the Polish agitation can really amount to 
much ultimately, it is embarrassing the 
relations with Austria and Russia. The 
Poles in Galicia enjoy local self-zovern- 
ment and press privileges, which are not 
in vogue in Prussian Poland, and con- 
tinual contrasts are made in the Austrian 
press between the Yates = existing’ in 
Galicia and in the pfovince of Posen that 
annoy this government and tend to 
weaken the triple alliance. ; 

Indications are not wantf that Russia 
is disposed to utilize the Polish passion 
by giving greater freedom to the Russian 
Poles, thus creating along the Russian 
frontier a Prussian population in sympa- 
thy with Russia. Count Von Buelow, the 
German imperial chancellor, is well aware 
of the disagreeable features of the Pelish 
agitation, and it is quite likely he will 
devise measures to quiet the extreme 
violence o. the Polish feeling 
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NO TRCYBLE AT FUNERAL. 


REMAINS OF JAMES COCKRELL 
BURIED NEAR JACKSON 7 +e 


It Is Feared That Desperate Warfare 
Will Be Precipitated by Feud. 
Assassins Are Known. 


Lexington, Kyw:# Suly 23.—The body of 
James Cockrell, who was assassinated 
Monday at JacKgon, Ky., was laid to rest 
at 9 o’clock this morning in the Cockrel] 
family burying ground, 3 miles below 
Jackson. An immense concourse attended 
the body to its final resting place. The 
funeral was in charge of the Odd Fellows 
and Knights of Pythias, of which orders 
he was a member. No trouble was re- 
ported today. 

Reports from Jackson state that Corgk- 
rell’s friends are quietly preparing for the 
worst, and it is confidently believed that 
the most desperate warfare ever known 
in eastern Kentucky will be precipitated. 
Many prominent men have left Jackson. 

Clinton Wilder, a railroader, who made 
the statement-that tHe town ought to be 
placed under: martial law, was quietly 
informed that he had better leave. He 
arrived here Jast night and says he is 
afraid to return. Those who know best 
the situation in Jackson say the most 
dangerous crisis in the entire feud is at 
hand. 

Assassins Are Known. 

Lexington, Ky., July 23.—A member of 
the Crockrell faction arrived here today 
from Jackson, and after asking that his 
name be withheld, because its publica- 
tion would mean his assassination, said 
that the assassins of James Cockrell, who 
was shot there on Monday, are known. 
He claims that four men were in the 
court room when the shots were fired, 
and that two fired from different win- 
dows simultaneously. These men were 
aided to escape during the night and 
their whereabouts are now unknown. He 
claims that the Cocarell faction will not 
undertake any assassinations, but will 
be inclined to wait until the law is able 
to bring the murderers to justice.

PFOPLE FLEEING 
TQLESCAPE FLOOD 


Worst Deluge in Years Being 
Experienced in lowa 


Many Houses Swept Away, but No 
~ Lives Lost—Vast Tract of Farm- 
ing Country Has Been 
Turned Into an In- 
land Sea. 


Clinton, Iowa, July 23.—The worst flood 
in years is being experienced in White- 
side and Bureau counties, on the Illinois 
side of the Mississippi river, as a result of 
today’s deluge of rain. Many houses were 
washed away, but so far as Known no 
lives were lost. Hundreds of head of 
horses, cattle and sheep were drowned, 
and the loss of growing crops is beyond 
estimate at this time. 

Thousands of acres of corn and unhar- 
‘vested small grain and a great: deal in 
the shock was washed into the swollen 
sireams and is a total loss. Hennepin 
vanal and Green river are overflowed for 
miles and there is a lake 7 to 8 feet deep 
und 10 miles wide traversing the lowlands 
of these streams. A great number of 
families of farmers were driven from their 
homes and tonight are either camping on 
the hills or being cared for by more for- 
tunate neighbors. 

Cloucburst Floods a Town. 

Waterloo, Iowa, July 2.—A cloudburst 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon did $50,000 
damage and drove twenty families from 
their homes. At one time the business 
streets of the town were under from 2 
to 3 feet of water, and hardly a basement 
in the city escaped being flooded. Dry 
Run creek became a torrent and for tke 
second time this year overflowed. No 
lives were lost. . 

Hundreds in Poverty. 

Keokuk, Iowa, July 23.—The Missis- 
sippi flood reached its maximum 
throughout the district on the Missouri 
side and the crest was at Hannibal at 
noon today, when the stage was at a 
standstill. The river fell 4 inches at 
Quincy and 10 inches at Keokuk. 

The commissioners for Illinois levees 
report them in good condition and ths 
protected country of many square miles 
safe. The fagmers of the flooded terri- 
tory are scattering to the cities for work 
at any kind of employment, some as far 
north as Dubuque. Hundreds are in a 
pitiable condition of abject poverty. It 


will require two weeks to uncover the 
ground.

WILL BORE FOR OIL 


Ohio Capitalists and Specialists Be. 
lieve They Will Strike It. 


EVERY INDICATION IS FOUND| 


Test Well 2,300 Feet Deep Will Be, 


Drilled, Whish Will Cost About 
$7,000—Maps Setting Forth 
Geological Conditions 
Being Made. 


Asheville, N. C., July 28.—(Special.)—The 
oil situation here has attracted the atten- 
tion of a party of Ohio capitalists who 
are now in the city with a view of look- 
ing into the sjtuation and makng some 
thorough tests along the line. These oil 
men are Messrs, W. F. Houser, Henry 
Heinsburger and Philip Marks, all of 
Columbus, Ohio. They are in no sense 
speculators. Messrs. Houser and Heins- 
burger are oil magnates and own a num- 
ber of cil wells in Ohio and other states. 
Mr. Marks is a professional oil driller 
and is here making a test of the lay of 
the land. 

Every indication, they say, goes to 
prove that oil exists in this section. The 
appearance gf the mountains contains the 
same conditions of soll, the same sand 
and shale as found in thé oil-producing 
fields of Ohio. They further claim that 
the same strata which underlies the ofl! 
fields of Ohio and Virginia underlies the 
mountains here. The upheaval here, how- 
ever, has produced a different and pecu- 
liar rock formation. Instead of the rock 
lying flat, as suual, the rocks here stand 
on their edges. which will make boring 
exceedingly difficult. 

These oj) men are figuring the cost of 
making a test well. Unless sea level is 
reached they think there is no use in 
making the attempt. They do not believe 
that oll exists in pockets, but is forced up 
by the sea’s pressure. They claim that it 
is the same strata that underlies their 
pe wells that run through these mount- 
ains. 

It is calculated that a test well would 
require a depth of perhaps at least 2,300 
feet, the ga cost of which would 
be about $7,000 

Mr. Houser and his party will perhaps 
be here several weeks yet investigating 
the situation. They are having some maps 
made setting forth the geological condi- 
tions, etc.

The Constitution today told of how 
Mrs. Stephen A. Calder and her grand- 
child, little Olga Calder, 18 months old, 
met their death. The sloop was struck 
by a violent squall while at Hell Gate, 
at the mouth of the Ogeechee river, and 
overturned. Her cabin, where nearly all 
of those aboard had taken refuge, filled 
immediately with water, and those with- 
in were unable to get out. Allen A. Cal- 
der, captain of the boat, made heroic 
efforts at rescue, and these were partial- 
Jy successful. By diving into the cabin 
he brought forth his dying mother and 
five others. These were Stephen A. Cal- 
der, his father; his wife and three sons, 
Frank, Lawrence and DeLacey. 

Body of Olga Not Found. 

Stephen A. Calder, who was 7% years 
wold, and Mrs. Allen A. Calder died to- 
night from congestion of the lungs. Their 
was recognized as critical 
throughout the day, the exposure having 
proved too great for them to withstand. 

Captain Calder spent the day in a 
Yaunch looking for the body of his baby, 
Olga. This, however, had been swept 
from the cabin of the capsized sloop and 
could not be found. : 

The bodies of Stephen A. Calder and 
wife will be shipped to Sunbury for in- 
terment. That of Mrs. Allen A. Calder 
qill be buried in Bonaventure.

The names of the sons are Ste- 
phen, Allen, Julius, Vernon, Douz and 
Robert. The first named lives at Sun- 
Bury; Allen lives at Thunderbolt, as does 
Robert, while Julius and Vernon are in 
the service of the Southern Express 
Company as messengers, Douz is in the 
employ of the Atlantic Coast Line as 
ftelegraph operator.

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RIFLE SHOOT FOR SOLDIERS. 


All Troops in Department of the 
Lakes To Contest. 

Chicago, July 23.—For the first time 
Since 1897 there is to be a general rifle 
contest for the soldiers of the department 
of the lakes at Fort Sheridan. ‘The con: 
test is open to representatives of the 
various regiments belonging to the de- 
partment, and one contestant from each 
company will enter the competition. The 
event is restricted to the infantry. The 
contest will commence August 1, and is 
to continue five days. 

In addition to the long-range shooting, 
there wil] be a skirmish practice with the 
regulation. United States silhouette tar- 
gets, representing standing, kneeling and 
prone soldiers.

The 
shots are made at distances ranging from 
200 to 600 yards.

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If Site Can Be Had Institution 
Will Be Located There, 


Mayor Smith Says He Can Supply 
Suitable Location—Captain Ha- 
zlehurst Qualifies as Sharp- 
shooter—Other Central 
City News Notes. 


Macon, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—A 
prominent financial agent in Detroit, 
Mich., on the advice of R. E. Park, treas- 
urer of the state of Georgia, has written 
a letter to Mayor Smith cancerning the 
establishing of a large first-class sanita- 
rium in Macon. Here is an extract from 
the lettter: 

“If I can have the cooperation of your 
citizens I can establish a _  sanitarium, 
which will be first-class in every respect, 
and it will be a credit to your city and 
state. I would like to have a good site 
and have some good citizens interested 
in the enterprise, as I can do all the 
financiering and get all the money we 
need after we are organized. I know the 
project will be a great success, as there 
are a great number of inquiries in the 
north for southern sanitarilums. Kindly 
give this matter your attention and let 
me hear from you at your earllest con- 
venience.’’ 

In speaking of a site the mayor said 
this morning: 

“IT believe I can point out the loveliest 
site on earth for just such a sanitarium. 
It is high and dry, swept by breezes that 
sift through the pines, and is almost 
within a stone’s throw of the city limits. 
I believe it could be procured for a small 
sum, and if a sanitarium is built on it 
there could not be a healthier’ spot. 
Macon is just the place for a sanitarium, 
and I hope our citizens will embrace this 
opportunity to secure one.”’

question. If he had done nothing else 
in life, Mackay’s memory would be 
secure with his fellow-countrymen be- 
cause of this great enterprise. 


Jakie’s Punishment. 

The punishment given Hellroaring 

Jakesmith for his kill and burn or- 
ders, with their howling wilderness ac- 
companiment, is to do nothing for 
each day of the week, each week of 
the month, and each month cf the 
year during his natural life, in return 
for which he is to receive $3,000 a 
yeer from the government. That 
would not seem a very severe punish- 
ment; there are some people outside 
of army circles who would not con: 
Sider it any punishment at all. 
There is, however, some tendency 
to criticise the president for his action 
and there is a bare possibility that 
General Smith may, when he arrives 
in this ccuntry, test the validity of his 
summary retirement, coming as it did 
as the result of the review by the 
president of the courtmartial’s find- 
ings. 

It is claimed, and the analysis of 
military. law seems to warrant the 
claim, that the president transcended 
the law. The law is clear that the 
presicent has no power to add to the 
sentence of a military court, thouga 
he is given the right to mitigate the 
sentence if he sees fit. In this case, 
the sentence of the courtmariial was a 
reprimand. President Roosevelt, in 
his order passing upon the sentence 
took advantage of his right to retire 
the general under the age provision, 
thus in effect adding to the punish- 
ment prescribed by the court. 

While the military men may not 


they do question the regularity of the 
procedure and, naturally, see dan- 
ger in the precedent it sets. It is 
feared that this action may be in the 
future distorted into warrant for ex- 
ecutive increase of penalties fixed by 
the courtmartials. NaturaHy they are 
jealous of the rights and duties of the 
courts by which they are adjudged. 

In this case they seem to have both 
the law and the logic on their side, 
and some of the president’s strongest 
supporters are urging that he set 
aside his first indorsement, administer 
the reprimand directed by the court, 
and in a separate order retire General 
Smith.

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May Yohe, who was the wife of Lord 
Hope when she eloped—if ft may be called 
that—with Putnam Bradlee Strong, tells 
this story of her experience with the man 
who, she now says, robbed her: 

“Ever since we reached Japan I have 
Supporteg that man, though he kept as- 
suring me that he possessed a fortune in 
his own right. I never hesitated: to let 
him have money, and had he come to me 
and told me that he was in trouble, I 
would have willingly sold all of the jew- 
elry which he has stolen from me ta 
protect him. It was so unnecessary for 
him to have descended to theft. 

“Until yesterday I believed that I loved 
him, but now I know him as a cowani, 
and worse. 

“It was in Yokohama that we first ran 
behind in our accounts. He said that he 
could not get money by cable, and I gave 
him three pieces of jewelry, and on the 
money he got for them we were able to 
leave Hong Kong in a brilliant manner. 
We had plenty of money to last us until 
we reached New York. 

“On shipboard Captain Strong gambled 
and we reached Genoa without enough 
cash to ‘tip’ the waiter. Again I gave 
some jewelry to him and he came back 
with $1,000. Theri we reached New York 
and had a surplus of cash. 

“During sll of the time that I have 
been with Captain Strong, only once has 
he ever paid one dollar toward my sup- 
port. Last April he handed §200 to my. 
mother, which money went toward the 
expenses of the house at Hastings. He 
seemed to think that he had done an 
act of great generosity.

We know where he pawned stuff worth 
$100,000, and he only got $7,100 on it. 

“I trusted this genial gentleman when 
even the cabman at Hastings knew that 
he was about to desert me. He ordered 
eight new dresses for me, and he did not 
leave me the monev with which to pay 
for them. Oh, yes, he was good to me, 

“The last day that we were together he 
took me to Delmonico’s and paid for my 
lunch with the money he had stolen from 
me. He woulg not let me ride through 
the New York Central tunnel, saying it 
was unsafe. He drove with me to One 
hundred and twenty-fifth street and stood 
on the platform and waved me goodby, 
when he had no idea of ever seeing me 
again. 

“When I saw that the box at the trust 
company was empty I. thought I was 
going to faint. I would not have done 
that for all of my jewels. Now I want 
only justice. The jewels he left me are 
not worth having, except the ring given 
to me by Lord Hope. That was inscribed: 
‘The world is broken, but Hope is not.’ 
Now ‘the world is broken, and so am I.’ 
Yes, I am broken, but I will not mind 
that if I can have justice on that genial 
gentleman.” 

“Oh. Mazie,’’ broke in Mrs, Yohe, “when 
a man gets between a man and his wife 
nothing good follows. Lord Hope is a 
gentleman, but Captain Strong is not.”’ 

“Never mind Lord. Hope,”’ replied Miss 
Yohe. ‘‘Lord Hope 
again, and I am sure I do not wish him 
anything but good fortune and happiness. 

‘Te left me two cheap fans.. I suppose 
that was to suggest that I keep cool. I 
will keep cool enough. I wish I could 
cool him. * 

“Tt is baq cricket for a man to fawn 
upon a woman and profess to love her, 
and then steal from her, Just think!

Governor Candler yestefSay granted a 
pardon to Willis Carter, who has. served 
more than four years in the penitentiary, 
on the ground that the man may be in- 
nocent of the ¢rime of which he was 
convicted, | 

Carter was convicted of robery at the 
May term of Muscogee superior court, 
and sentenced to gerve fifteen years in 
the peritentiary. Thé prison commission, 
after a careful review of the evidence in 
the case, says that it is doubtful wheth- 
er the identity of Carter as the man who 
committed the crime has been establish- 
ed. All of the members of the jury which 
tried him now express doubt of his guilt, 
and this view fs also taken by the prose- 
cutor and the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion. 

In view of these facts, and becatise 
the man had previously borne a good 
character, and at all times stoutly 
maintained his Innocence, the commis- 
sion recommended commutation of sen- 
tence to the time already served.

The prison officilais believe there are 
good grounds to doubt his gullt. 


Comptroller General Wright as commis- 
sioner of insurance, has had printed as 
a leaflet, for distribution among insurance 
men and other inquirers, a statement 
showing the amount of business done in 
Georgia by the different companies.

The total amount of losses paid during 
the year was $1,639,984. Life insurance in 
force in Georgia aggregates $132,910,857. 

Assessment or cooperative companies 
wrote insurance to the amount of $23,703.- 
476. The total amount of insurance of 
this kind {fs $4,848,391, upon which pre- 
miums were received amounting to $188,- 


The amount of insurance done by 
guarantee, accident, marine, steam boiler 
and plate-glass companies in Georgia 
during the year was $100,201,212. The

$355,940. Amount of losses paid $183,792.

RURAL SCHOOLS 


Third Series of Great Rallies 
in Interest of Education 
at Hickory. 


PROMINENT SPEAKERS 
INVITED TO PARTICIPATE 


Under Auspices of Southern Educa- 
tion Aid Association — New 
Buildings for Agricultural 
College—Industrial 
Development. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 23.—(Special.)— 
The third of the series of great rallies 
in the integest of the rural public schools 
is to be held at Hickory, August 7, and 
many prominent Speakers will be there. 

This great rally will be under the 
auspices of the Southern Education Aid 
Association. Ex-Governor Jarvis, Gov- 
ernor Aycock, Dr. McIver, Professor Joy- 
ner, Dr. G@. T. Winston and other 
thought leaders will direct matters. 

New Buildings Needed. 

The State Agricultural and Mechanical 
college trustees will ask the legislature 
to make a special appropriation of $40.000 
for a separate plant of agricultural 
bulldings, on a site a quarter of a mile 
from the present college buildings. 

The idea is to séparate in this way the 
agricultural and the mechanical depart- 
ments. Should this be done, all the pres- 
ent buildings would be used for the me- 
chanical department. The tendency is to 
gO into mechanical courses of study far 
more than in agricultural, and the new 
trustees are trying in all possible ways 
to remedy this and make the two depart- 
ments as near even as possible. To this 
end they have doubled the number of 
agricultural free scholarships. Even- yet 
the disproportion continues, though not 
nearly so great as it was two years ago. 

Corporation ‘l'axes. 

The corporation commission has @#®m- 
pleted its assessment for taxation of all 
the property of common carriers in this 
state. It is as follows: Atlantic Coast 
Line railway, $13,798,440; Seaboard Air 
Line, $8,712,728; Southern, $15,822,677; mis- 
cellaneous railways, $3,966,520; Pullman 
cars, $180,205; telegraph companies, $905,- 
140; express companies, $225,770; telephone 
companies, $389,484; street railways, 
$1,194,590; electric Hight and gas com- 
panies, $159,010; water works, $230,485; 
steamboats, $236,300. Grand total, $4,- 
029,840. 

The assessment of the street railways 
in the state was made today, the valua- 
tions being as follows: Wiimingten, 
$253,000: Charlotte, $235,000; Winston, $250,- 
000; Asheville, $224,000; Durham, $125,000; 
Greensboro, $62,500; Raleigh, $40,000. 

Industrial Development. 

The industrial development of the state 
is more rapid this year than last. There 
is an increase in the number of corpora- 
tions chartered. The price of a charter is 
now based on the amount of capital 
stock, and this ylelds a much larger 
revenue. Today charters were granted 
the Red Cross Remedy and Medicine 
Company, of Wilmington; the Elizabeth 
City Hosiery Company and the Peerless 
Mattress Company, of Lexington.

If lots have been resold it comes from 
the fact that individuals have been spec- 
ulating in them and the fact that past 
administrations have not kept the cor- 
rect records. It is, of course, impossi- 
ble for us to prevent individuals who 
have bought and paid for lots in the cem- 
etery from selling them to others, but if 
bodies have been moved without the 
proper authority we can find it out and 
punish the guilty. This the committee 
will do, and we will see how much ts In 
the sensation that has been sprung.” 

When the committee meets today it 
will either make a thorough investiga- 
tion or arrange for the manner of hold- 
ing one. It is safi that the city has not 
sold the same lot twice, but that indi- 
viduals may have resold lots. The city 
gexton has nothing to do with the sale 
of lots except to show them to pur- 
chasers, and as he can neither state the 
price of a lot nor make the deed to 
one it would be impossible for him to 
sell one the second time. City Sexton 
Barfield has called attention to this fact 
in a card, and it is not thought that he 
will be held to blame for any frregular- 
{ties that may arise. It was rumored 
about the city hall that city officials 
have been trading tn cemetery lots, but 
there has been no specific accusation and 
no one seems to know who the accused 
Parties are. All kinds of stories have 
been afloat, and the cemetery committee 
is determined to clear up the whole mat- 
ter and to let nothing remain that re- 
flects on the city’s management of the 
cemetery.

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WILSON TALKS OF 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE 


TTENDANCE upon the national 

confererce of the Young Women’s 

Christian Association at Lake 
George Mrs. A. McD. Wilson calls one 
of the most interesting features of an 
extensive northern trip she has just re- 
turned from enjoying. 

“It was fortunate in every way that 
Lake George should be the scene of the 
conference,’’ said Mrs. Wilson vesterday 
in an account of het trip. “I thought it 
the most beautiful place I visited in the 
course of a tour of the lake country of 
the east and Canada. The lake itself is 
long and broad and its waters so clear 
that the fish may be seen many feet in 
its depth, and it mirrors. woods and 
shrubbery that extend down to the wa- 
ter's edge from mountains that quite sur- 
round it. Silver bay is one of its best 
features, and at the hotel] there the con- 
ference was held, with an attendance so 
large that a division into two sections 
was necessary, the city section assembiing 
two weeks after the college section. Six 
hundred and fifty young women formed 
the latter and ovef four hundred members 
made the former. Some of the colleges 
sent as many as fifty, sixty and seventy 
delegates, and in all of the assembly 
there was a remarkable, splendid en- 
thusiasm, combining the college spirit 
and the spirit of the work. 

“The principa] difference between this 
essembly and the southern conference was 
in their relative sizes. The southern con- 
ference was larger this year than ever be- 
fore. It numbered over two hundred. 
In the smaller assembly was one great 
advantage, however, and that was that 
the individual young woman was more 
easily reached. The same leaders and 
speakers conduct both northern and 
southern conferences, 
its greater bulk, the girls of the north-

SEEKS FORECLOSURE ON MINE 


George Mills Asks Court To Settle 
Mortgage. 


VALUABLE MINE INVOLVED 


Petitioner Claims That Terms of Loan 


To Georgia Woman Have Not 
Been Carried Out. 


A petition was filed with the clerk of 
the United States circuit court yesterday 
by George Edward Mills, of New York, 
praying the foreclosure of a mortgage 
against Mrs. Eugenia Cobb Lowe, of 
Rome, on valuable manganese mines and 
mining Jands {n Polk county. The amount 
which the petitioner seeks to recover is 


$10,000. 
The petitioner prays the/ court to ap- 
point a receiver to take charge of the 


mines. as he claims the property is dailv 
depreciating In value, and that Mrs. 
Lowe be restrained from the use of the 
property. 

It is claimed in the petition that on 
December 10, 1991, Mr, Mills loaned Mrs. 
Lowe the amount of $10,000, for which 
four notes were given of $2,500 each, to 
fall due in six, twelve, eighteen and 
twenty-four monthg, fespectively. It was 
expressly understood that ‘‘time was the 
essence of the contract,’’ and = conse- 
quently provided that in the event any 
one of the notes or the interest thereon 
became overdue the holder could fore- 
close the mortgage and require the pay- 
ment of the entire amount. 

It is further claimed in the petition 
that the first note and interest thereon 
has been due since June 10, 1902, and 
that Mrs. Lowe has refused to pay either. 

The petition prays that the court set a 
time limit as to when the mortgage shall 
be paid, and in the event the debt is 
not paid at or by the time set that the 
property be sold and the amount realized 
from the sale be appropriated as follows: 
First, to the payment of the costs in the 
case, including the expense of sale and 
the receiver's compensation; second, the 
principal and interest on the notes and 
10 per cent attorney's fees; third, that 
the surplus, if any, be disposed of ac- 
cording,to the order an@ decree of the 
court, 

A writ of subpena has been served 
commanding Mrs. Lowe to appear before 
the clerk of the United States circuit 
court at Rome and answer the Dill.
